Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 6 uses the phrase "relates to" to define structure in line 7 (metal disk relates to a 
V-shaped aluminum foil). As was noted in the prior Office action, it is not clear what structural 
relationship is being defined with the use of "relates to." For the purpose of an examination on 
the merits "relates to" has been regarded as reciting —is—. Correction is required.
